The River and Harbor Bill. 

WASHINGTON, February 25.—The Senate 
Commerce Committee reported back the River 
and Harbor bill to-day with amendments in- 
creasing the aggregate appropriations by 
over $1,000,000. Eighty thousand dollars was 
appropriated for removing snags from the 
Missouri River. Of the increase 
$100,000 goes to Wisconsin; $51,000 goes to 
Michigan; $250,000 to Minnesota; $40,000 to 
Indiana; $25,000 to improve the harbor at 
Vicksburg. Arkansas gets $15,000 of the in- 
crease. ‘The amendments are added, giving 
the Missouri river $35,000 from Kansas City 
to the mouth. $10, from 
Council Bluffs to Omaha, and 86. 
000 from Eastport to Nebraska City; $20,000 
is added to build a dam and lock at Goose 
Rapids, Minnesota; $30,000 to continue the 
improvement of the entrance of Coos Bay 
harborand Joachim River, California. 

These appropriations are in addition to 
others for these States. The Secretary of 
War is to control expenditures, and when 
the property is wanted for improvements it 
may be obtained by condemnation under the 
laws of the States in which the property is 
located. The bill will probably be pushed 
through, but a large increase will strengthen 
the opposition to it. The bill will be sent to 
the Conference Committee, however, and will 
be passed.

Anything that did 
injustice to one side orthe other did an in- 
justice tothe whole country, for in writ- 
ing the history of the country 
nothing that might be said complimentary to 
the Confederate soldier would detract from 
the Federal soldier, but, on the contrary 
would add to his lustre and glory.

Secretary Sherman Again Comes to 
the Rescue of Wall Street,

And Orders the Purchase of Another 
510,000, 000 of Bonds.

NEW YORK, February 5.— From the Post: 
The Stock Exchange has not been so thor- 
ougbly stirred up for a long time as it was 
this morning. Inthe early bours there was 
every indication of a panic. As it was, prices 
fell 1 to6for stocks, „ to „ for United States 
bonds, and 1 to4 per cent for railroad bonds. 
Money advanced to 1?’ per cent per day, in 
addition to6 per cent per annum. Foreign 
exchange became utterly demoralized, so that 
bills representing exports of domestic products 
could not be sold. When the outlook 
was most threatening Secretary Sherman 
sent word to Assistant-Treasurer Hillhouse 
to buy 10,000,000 5 and 6 per cent bonds, pay- 
ing for them here. This is exclusive of the 
25,000,000 called bonds for which conditional 
prepayment has already been made. The 
opinion of experienced observers is that to- 
day’s action of the Treasury will check the 
tendency of a panic. Within an hour of the 
receipt of to-day’s order from Washington 
$1,500,000 money was paid out for the bonds 
put in.

Studying Crazy People That She May Act 
True to Nature—The Voices of Amer- 
ican Girls and Their Coldness 
—Realism in Art. 


From the Washington Post. 

In the third act of the opera of Lucia di 
Lammermoor’’ the heroine becomes insane 
through grief. During the mad scene, as it is 
called, the sction of the crazed girl keeps 
time with wildest, sweetest strains, resulting 
in “situations,” as they are termed, of great 
power and dramatic effect. A sane person 
can not, with any great degree of success, in- 
vent the vagaries of an insane mind, and, 
therefore, Miss Emma Abbott conceived the 
idea of carefully observing the actions of in- 
mates of lunatic asylums, in order to imitate 
such as seemed applicable to the condition of 
the character she assumes. As a consequence 
Miss Abbott’s rendition of Lucia is her fore- 
most and latest triumph. The experiences 
encountered during this rather novel devotion 
to what might be termed realism in art were 
sought for last night by a Post reporter. 

„The story commences as long as 1875,”’ 
said Miss Abbott,in her quick, vivacious 
manner, when I wasin Pisa, and before I 
had made mv debut upon the operatic stage. 
Ithought then that I should like to sing 
Lucia. The mad scene was a particular fa- 
vorite with me. One day, in Pisa, there came 
tome,as an inspiration, what I considered 
the ideal of the insane Lucia. I jotted it 
down. I always jot down a good idea—when 
Ihave one. All the Lucias I had seen always 
came upon the stage with fear and trembling. 
With their back hair down, dressed in white, 
and the handle of a dagger pressed to their 
lips, they moved down tothe footlights and 
commenced to sing. That is the story’s be- 
ginning.’’ 

And the sequel?“ 

In an insane asylum in IIIinols,““ said 
Miss Abbott, changing her tone, “is a young 
girl hopelessly insane. All day long she 
wri her hands above her head, utter- 
ing . cries, or shouts of crazy laugh- 
ter, equally heartrending. Her moods vary 
with almost every moment. Her insanity is 
terrible, so terrible that it makes me shudder 
even now,“ and Miss Abbott shivered corres- 
pondingely. “Singular as it ma? appear, the 
actions of that girl were an exact counter- 

art of the notes which I had jotted down at 

iso.“ 

**Your ideal had become a reality!“ 

“Yes, I had found the true Lucia, in my 
opinion. But I have always taken an interest 
in crazy people, in studying their moods and 
allusions. I remember a gentleman I met once 
in Switzerland. He was of fine presence,a 
college graduate, and perfectly sane on all 
asilibjects except robbery. He was talking 
about political economy andIdon’t know 
what else, when suddenly he made a dart ata 
pin I was wearing at my neck, a glare came 
into his eyes, and in a deep whisper he said: 
‘Don’t wear that pin on the streets of Lon- 
don; thieves will take it from you.’ I did not 
know his madness and was terribly fright- 
ened. But I watched him afterwards to see 
his moods. Crazy people have these moods. 
Lucia, if she isto appear crazy on the stage, 
must have moods also.“ 

„Do you believe, Miss Abbott, that a 
realism of this order is necessary to suc- 
cess” 

„do, with all my heart. Not in things 
which are unworthy, but in that which IL re- 
solve todo Ido with all my might. People 
have said tome, ‘how vou must hate that 
baritone, because you glare at him so, and 
how you must love the tenor, because you 
look as if you could just eat him.’ I act so, 
even if, as sometimes happens to be the case, 
the tenor may be somebody who is distasteful 
tome. I forget that I am Emma Abbott, and 
am for the time being absolutely the character 
IT am endeavoring to portray. When the cur- 
tain falls Icome back to my prosaic exis- 
tence. I remember once that I sang witha 
very mushy tenor, When I threw my arms 
around him I think I nearly scared him out of 
his wits. I don’t think he has recovered 
yet,“ and Miss Abbott laughed heartily in rec- 
ollection of the occurrence. “Seriously, 
though, I am t-u-f-f, and this is a great ad- 
vantage in my favor. Suppose [ had pains in 
my back, and a continual headache, and felt 
languid, what acting could I do!“ 

All these ills of the flesh must be banish- 
ed?’ queried the Post. 

‘*Yes. A splendid physique is the first 
thing necessary. In this country where there 
are so many beautiful voices—for it is said 
there are more beautiful sopranos in this 
country than in all the rest of the world put 
together—it is sad to think how few evercome 
to anything. The voices of the American girls 
are too cold. They lack feeling, soul and ex- 
pression. Do you want to know why their 
voices rarely amount to anything? Itis main- 
ly becouse they have contracted chests and 
cote on chocolate caramels. They sing high, 
sing low, sing any way, sing any thing, and 
then are surprised to find that their voices 
have lost sweetness, freshness and purity. An 
Italian maestro, whom I kKhow, had an Amer- 
ican girl for his pupil. She sang like an ice- 
berg. ‘Mio dio, girl!’’ he exclaimed, at last, 
‘fall in love!!“ 

„And did she?“ asked the reporter. 

Les, and married. But I don’t believe, 
then, thut she sang a love song to suit the 
Italian singing-master. 

“You are very realistic,’’ the reporter ven- 
tured, “in both love-making and insanity. 
Are they allied?“ 

1 don’t know. I only knowthatI was 
stark crazy when I was first in love. I be- 
lieve,“ she continued, in realism to this ex- 
tent, that if any subject is worthy of your no- 
blest endeavors, give your whole self to it. 
Then there will be no doubt,so far as an audi- 
ence is concerned, at least, that the effect will 
be a success. You must conquer an audience, 
orit will conquer you. Realism will conquer 
an audience, but it should not be confined to 
the stage. 

„Where else would you have it?“ 

In the pulpit. Thenthere would be more 
good—more conviction of sin. Here, for in- 
stance, isa dyspeptic sort of man who gets 
Up Sunday after Sunday, sreads 

some elaborately prepared sentences ina 
sort of methodical way, and seems very glad 
when it is all done. hat influence can he 
have? It he would only speak right from his 
heart, like Moody,no matter whether his sen- 
tences be grammatical or ungrammatical; if 
each minister were only all fire and force like 
Spurgeon, who holds his audience thrilled 
l- ound with his intensity of feeling, 
the good done in this world would be multi- 
lieu. And then, too, take sacred music; how 
autiful some of itis and how coldly it is 
rendered. Exactly opposite was the way one 
old man I knew used tosing ‘*Coronation.” 
He put his whole soul into it—shouted it out 
as if he meant every word of it, and that all 
the world should knowit. He did not have 
the best voice in the world, but somehow that 
did not seemto make any difference. The 
way he sang that tune seemed to take right 
hold of me; thrilled me through and through, 
and madg me feel happier afterwards. That 
was realism. It is that which tells, be it on 
the stage, in the pulpit, or in your own in- 
dividual self.”

ANOTHER VIRGINIA CAVE. 


A Big Hole in the Ground of Which No 
One Knows the End. 
From the Clinch Valley (Va.) News. 

A cave has recently been discovered on Clear 
Fork, on the landof Mr. Thomas Walker.

LORD BEACONSFIELD. 


Mr. George Makepeace Towle, the Eng- 
lish Historian, on the Ex-Premier. 
From the Cincinnati Gazette. 


Mr. George Makepeace Towle, the historian, 
lectured yesterday afternoon at Pike’s Opera 
House, under the auspices of the United Club, 
to a crowded house, on Lord Beaconsfield. ’’ 
The speaker is a man of dark complexion, 
heavy black mustache, and short cropped side 
whiskers, with keen, penetrating eyes, and a 
head slightly bald. He speaks with much 
grace and fluency, articulates and modulates 
well, and has that air of self-possession so 
agreeable in a reader from manuscript. His 
language is elegant, and abounds with well 
chosen figures. He traced the life of 
Disraell through all its important phage 
beginning with his career as an .

ing of an elegant reception held in Londo 
where the young author was one of the pr 
inent guests. Count Dawson, the handsdmest 
man in Europe, was there, also the slim 
dressed Edward Lytton Bulwer and many of 
the literati and nobility. At last Disraeli 
came, his face lividly pale, his piercing eyes 
black as Erebus, his large mouth twitching at 
times, his curls carefully dressed and ar- 
ranged, his body covered with a large velket 
coat, his waistcoat cut low, and his fingers and 
person bedecked with rings and jewelry. He 
could tell stories about Irish dragoons” and 
„Spanish bull fights,’ and still was the author 
of Vivian Grey.“ Ten years afterward this 
eoxcombedjhad become the cynosure of the 
eyes of Europe asa man of letters. He had 
published many works meeting the 1 —5 
of the most exacting critics; he was brimful 
of satireand eminently graphic in his por- 
trayal of men and events. 

But, said the speaker, his reputation had 
not yet begun in the House of Commons, and 
when he made his debut it was before such 
men as Danie! O'Connell, the Celtic Thun— 
perer. His first attempt was met with whis- 
tling, groaning and imitations of birds and 
animals. At lust he lost his temper and ex- 
claimed: Although you will not hear me 
now, you will hear ine hereaiter.’’ To Lord 
Melbourne he said in those days: “I wish to 
become Prime Minister of Enland, my Lord.’’ 
Seven years after, inthe winter of 1844. he 
was in the front rank of Parliament, and al- 
though he still retained the marks of a fop 
and Jew, every bench in the House of Com- 
mons Was crowded to listen tos him. He 
compelled his enemies to hear him and ac- 
knowledge his brilliant talents. He 
became the leader of the To- 
ries, and assailed Robert Peel after 
the repeal of the odious laws. Never before 
in Parliament had there been such arrogance, 
such vituperation. He called Peel a political 
Petruchio, and declared that he had foundthe 
Whigs bathing and stolentheir clothes. In 
1878 Disraeli reached the summit of his fame. 
London was ablaze with his glory, and his 
triumph was similar to that of Wellington. 
Yet, in his simple carriage rolling along Tra- 
falgar Square, he did not move a feature of his 
face. He had tasted the cup of his ambition 
when it was full, for he was now the Ear! of 
Beaconstield,a Knight of the Garter, and 
Prime Minister of all England. His partin 
the treaty of Berlin was the most brilliant 
diplomatic stroke of the age, and in diplomacy 
he only stood second to Prince Bismarck. 

Born in 1805, Disraeli to-day, he said, was 
79 years old. His father was the author 
of the “‘Amenities of Literature.“ Although 
baptized atanearly age in the Protestant 
Episcopal Church, he was always the pro- 
nounced champion of the Hebrew race. Oth- 
ers like him, born of humble parents, had 
risen to high positions under the English 
Government, but none who had to contend 
against so many prejudices of race. His first 
attempts at oratory was as complete a failure 
as that of Demosthenes, but it was his last. 
He studied to become an orator. His sue— 
cess, however, as an orator was to be attribu- 
ted to sheer audacitv. At times he 
rose to eloquence, but his rhetoric was 
sometimes tinged with bombast. As a party 
leader he was always successful. He never 
cared for the minutig of law-making. He 
fed his mind on gorgeous enterprises, great 
speeches, and planned the scheme of a great 
Oriental empire. As Prime Minister he was 
as dramatic as in Parliament. He flattered 
the Queen by making her Empress of 
India,“ and bought a controlling interest in 
the Suez Canal. Atthe Berlin treaty he sat 
with men like Bismarck, Gortchakoff, and 
Count Andrassy, and dictated the terms of 
England. His reform of household suffraze 
would alone suffice to hand his name down to 
posterity. 

In conclusion, the speaker gave a picture of 
Beaconsfield’s home life at present. He was 
buried in the consideration of the past, with- 
out consort or children. His wife, he once 
said, was the best wife in England, and he 
sadly felt her loss. During the late rebellion 
he was the only prominent man in England 
woe boldly declared himself in favor of the

MEN OF MILLIONS. 


Americans who are Rolling in Bound- 
less Weal 


From the New York News. 

The richest man in America, and nearly 
the richest manin the world, is William H. 
Vanderbilt. His fortune is set at about $200,- 
000,000. Nextto him comes Jay Gould, who 
is reaching toward $100,000,000. The immense 
estate of the Astors is worth much over G0, 
000,000. Fortunes ranging from $10,000,000 to 
$15,000,000 are almost common—so frequent, 
indeed, that the term ‘‘milliens’’ has almost 
lost its immensity as a figure of speech, and is 
employed now where that of thousands used 
to be. Our fathers spoke of a man worth his 
hundreds of thousands, and we, the children, 
heard them with the same awe as that with 
which we listened to the description of the fa- 
bled treasures ofa fairytale. Our children 
to-day do not calla man rich unless he has 
passed the goal their grandsires only consid- 


ered in such names as the Rothschilds, who 


were regarded as types of a wealth no man 
would ever peer. Even David Jones, the 
brewer, who died last week worth $10,000,000, 
did not receive a half-column obituary notice 
in any morning paper. 

The man who wanted to make a census of 
the millionaires of New York for the year 1881 
would almost need a whole newspaper to do 
it in. Their name is litterally legion. There 
are scores of them whose weath cannot be 
known, because it is { invested 
in such a way that it is not re- 
quired to pay taxes, and leaves no annual 
record of itself that can be arrived at. Den- 
nis Kearney called these men bloated bond- 
holders, and they are, in so far as the latter 
clause is concerned. They are men who in- 
vest their vast accumulations in Government 
bonds, draw the interest regularly, and add it 
to the principal, and so goon heaping up a 
monstrous capital with no labor on their part, 
and no expenditure except the original one. 
But they are lavish with their wealth in spite 
of all that may be said to the contrary, and 
that lavishness has made the name of New 
York a synonym for the open-handed benetfi- 
cence Which makes itin charity, science, arts 
and commerce the metropolis ofthe Western 
Hemisphere, Apart from the fluctuating for- 
tunes Of the spectilative rich men, the Jim 
Keenes and his like, which may be millions 
to-day or thousands to-morrow, there are 
merchant princes and quiet men of fortune 
who, when they die, will leave wills to run 
into the seven figures, and make people won- 
der why they never heard of such rich men 
before. 

Nor are these colossal capitals restricted to 
the metropolis. Cincinnati has several well- 
to-do people, although forty vears ago she 
had but three who counted their fortunes by 
millions. These were Nicholas Longworth, 
who died in 1862. leaving about 510,000, 000, 
and Jacob Burnett and James Ferguson, who 
died in 1853, each leaving about 2,000,000. Of 
the opulent people now residents of Cincin- 
nati, David Sinton is said to be worth $10,000,- 
OOO; G. H. Shoenberger, S, 000, 000; A. D. 
Breed, $5,000,000; estate of James W. Goff, 
35,000,000; estate of Oliver Perin, 35,000,000; 
R. R. Springer; 3,000,000; Joseph Long- 
worth, 35,000,000; estate of S. N. Pike, $3,009,- 
OCU; Emory Brothers, $5,000,000; A. D. Bul- 
lock, Charles and John Kilgour, W. P. Hul- 
burt, Samuel Fosdick, Wm. S. Groesbeck, 
Jacob Seasongood, Frieburg & Workum, John 
Shillitto’s estate. Timothy Kurby’s estate, 

tobert Mitchell, S. M. Barrett, R. B. Cow- 
ler’s estate, Samuel Wiggins“ estate, Judge D. 
K. Estes’ estate, J. C. Short’s estate, Gen. Jas. 
Taylor’s estate, and R. B. Hopple are each 
worth $2,000,000, while the list of single mil- 
lionaires is too numerous to mention. 5 

Philadelphia, Chicago, Pittsburg, Boston, 
all make a similarly splendid showing in the 
matter of figuree. Philadelphia and Boston 
are very much alike,in the fact that, though 
though there are fewer millionaires in them 
in proportion to their population than there 
are in our other great cities, there are pro- 
portionately more men of solid fortune. That 
is to say, while the business man in New York 
and Chicago, having won his $100,000, tries to 
double it, and, having doubled, to duplicate it 
again, the sober-sided citizens of the Hub and 
the Quaker City are content to settle when 
they find themselves at ease financially. It 
would quite start these conservative commer- 
cial persons to think of a collateral invest- 
ment of from $1,000,000 to $6,000,000 In mines 
to get coal from to run iron foundries with 
capitals of much greater bulk, asa score 
of Pittsburg iron founders do, or to hold a 
reserve of $2,000,000 for grain operations, like 
half a hundred Chicagoans.

THE MANIA FOR SUICIDE. 


The Subject Considered Statistically 
and Scientifically. 
From the Springfield (Mass.) Republican. 

An article on the “Suicidal Mania,“ by W. 
Knighton, in the Contemporary Review, has 
drawn general a to the subject of self- 
destruction by the statistics which it profess- 
es to give showingthe rapid increase of the 
suicidal mania over the civilized world. Of 
the general fact, that recorded cases of self- 
destruction are More frequent now than in the 

ast, there canbe no question; but this can 
by no means be accepted as proving an equal 
increase in the suicidal mania. For genera- 
tions the English common law has made the 
concealment of suicides natural and inevit- 
able. Deaths from this cause are almost al- 
ways concealed where they canbe. There 
are few reporters of many years experience 
whose note books could not give curious 
causes for *‘accidental”’ and “sudden” deaths. 
Statistics of self-murder have only recently 
been fully collected anywhere. In 
this country self-murder has in many 
the loosest ossible record. Each 
advance in collecting these statistics raises the 
suicidal ratio. It will be some time to come 
before the three factors in the increase in sui- 
cides, the growth of population, the increas- 
ed accuracy of statistics and the actual in- 
crease of suicides, are disentangled and a 


true value given tothe prevalence, past and 


prospective, of suicides. 

Even with this deduction, the . ratios pre- 
sented in the Contemporary Review are start- 
ling. W. Knighton gives his statistics on the 
authority of Prof. Bertillon, of Paris, whose 
figures are indorsed by Prof. Morselli, “the 
eminent Italian economist,’? and they show 
that the annual number of suicides in each 
a of the population has increased as 
ollows :—

These figures have been accepted without 
question in Europe and this country; but their 
accuracy, as far asthe United States is con- 
cerned, is open to grave question. In the 
years covered by the three last censuses in 
this country, 50, 60 and ’70, the total suicides 
returned and the number in each million of 
the population were:

These tigures are unsatisfactory, it is true, 
but there are no others. Accepting the re- 
turns of the census of 1870 as giving only one- 
half the deaths from all eauses (in this State 
not one-fourth the suicides in 1870 were giy- 
en), the ratio of suicides willstill be but 70 in 
1,000,000, a figure far below those given by 
Prof. Bertillon. It is possible, of course, that 
his returns are compiled from the reports of 
such States.as keep records of this character. 
Even then they can scarcely be accepted. In 
this State the average during the past ten 
years has been 129 or 86 to 1,000,000 of popu- 
lation. In 1870 suicides were 91 in number, 
or €5 to 1,000,000; in 1879 161, or about 92. In 
San Francisco suicides increased from 31 in 
1800 to 108 in 1879, but the population increas- 
ed four-fold in the same period from 56,806 
to 233,066, so that the proportion of 
suicides has not increased at all. The ratio of 
suicides in California for 1879 was 264 to 1,000,- 
0OU of population, but there is every reason to 
believe this is exceptional. The ratio of suicides 
in New York for 180 was 135 to 1,000,000. 
These figures illustrate well enough the varia- 
tion in different parts of the country; but it 
would be idle to estimate from them a generai 
average for the United States or for the increase 
of the suicidal mania here. In Europe Prof. 
Bertillon’s tigures point to the greatest preva- 
lence of suicide in Denmark, among inde- 
pendent countries, where a Dopulation but 
an eighth larger than Massachusetts, fur- 
nished 4,770 suicides from 1869 to 1878, while 
this state had but 1,290 from 1870 to 1879, in- 
clusive. Italy furnishes the smallest number of 
suicides of any country in Europe, for which 
it would be as difficult to assign a reason as 
for their superabundance in Denmark. Sui- 
cides are relatively twice as numerous in 
England as in Italy, but itis only fairto say, 
as the Contemporary does not, that the ratio 
of suicides has been singularly stationary in 
Great Britain. In the five year periods end- 
ing in 1864, ’69 and ’74, the ratio was in each 
67 to 1,000,000 of population; the extreme 
range from 1862 to 1877, being 62 and 73; a 
ratio which the bad harvests of 1878 and 1879 
increased. Germany has shown inthe past 
ten years an extraordinary increase in the 
number of suicides. Berlin with a population 
a fifth smaller than New York has 300 suicides 
a year, nearly twice the number of the latter, 
almost equaling the total in San 
Francisco, and more than equaling the ratio 
in California. A great standing army and en- 
forced military service are probably at the 
bottom of this. Since the Franco-Prussian 
war suicides in France have increased from 
4,157 to 1870 to 6,424 in 1877, in Prussia they 
rose from 2,286 in 1874 to 4330 in 1877. Single 
monthly returns in the Germany army oc- 
casionally show that over one-sixth of the 
deaths are due to suicides. The disease be- 
comes epidemic in certain barracks, and the 
French war office has repeatedly been forced 
totransfer regiments and put them on the 
march in order to break up a tendency toward 
suicide. In this country itis said that the 
military station at Alaska was given up for 
a somewhat similar reason.

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OLD “COMPANY A.” 


The Remarkable Record They Made 
in the War. 


Seven Generals, Eleven Colonels, 
Numerous Majors, Captains, Etc. 


A History of the Company—Where the 
Members Are Now—The Record of 
the Dead—Personal Rem- 
iniscences, Etc,

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es, believe it is a fact that the old ori— 
al Company A of the St. Louis National 
Guords furnished a greater number of men 
athe late war who turned out eflicient offi- 
ays than any other militia company in the 
| nited States.“ 

The remark was made by Major George J. 
(hapmanofthe First Regiment St. Louis 
National Guards in a conversation had re- 
cently With a POST-DISPATCH attache. 

‘Did most ofthe members of the com- 
pany go into the service at the outbreak of the 
war?” 

“Ys, they did upon one side or the other. 
Aud they didn’t stay in the ranks either. 
They were officers running as high as major- 
generals, With manx majors,colonels and cap- 
iulos. They were fighters, and received fre- 
cuent promotion for gallantry. If the war 
yecords of old Company A were written up it 
would make very interesting reading, in this 
town at least.“ 

Acting upon this suggestion the reporter 
undertook the task of writing up a short ac- 
rount of the ante-bellum Company A, St. 
Louis National Guards, and also endeavored 
io lourm What the war record of each member 
war. On account of the twenty years 
Which has elapsed since the 
breaking out of the war, and thé twenty-nine 
years Which has intervened since the company 
in question Was organized, the task proveda 
laborious one. As berewith presented, the 
reeord is a 2 imperfect one, it being 
impossible, on short inquiry, to ascertain if 
certain members are even yet alive, 

THE ORGANIZATION. 

Company A was organized in the latter part 
of July of the year 1852. The original mem- 
bers (those never voted upon) were John N. 
Piitehard, afterwards colonel of the First 
Regiment, and now residing in New York; 
Geo. W. West. afterwards captain of the 


company, and still residing in St. 
Louis; Solomon Scott, still in St. 
Louis; Wm. DB. Hazeltine, afterwards 


captain of the company and still in St. Louis; 
(Charles Perrine, afterwards second lieuten- 
ant, but now dead: John G. Lewis, for many 
yexurs treasurer of the company but now 
dead, as also his partner, William Groshon, 
also dead; Edw. 8. Wheaton, afterwards 
major of battalion, a West Point graduate | 
who still lives in St. Louis. The company be- 
came at once the pride of the city and contin- 
ued so until the opening of the war. Many 
leading citizens were upon its active and hon- 
orary rolls. The tompany was never espe- 
cially distinguished for its perfection of drill, | 
but stood very high socially. The first ar- 
mory was on Vine street near Main, but for 
several years before the war the 
story of the building on 
southwest corner of Third and Pine streets 
was used for this purpose. The old books of 
record of the company are still in possession 
of Major Charles Pearee and Major Edw. B. 
Savres,for many years secretary of the or- 
vanization. Mr. Pearce keeps the roll-book 
keked upin his safe as a valuable memento, 
wtihough he himself aid not belong to the 
company until after the reorganization in 
Is71, six years after the close of the war. 
THE COMPLETE ROLL.

THE ROLL OF HONOR. 

So far as can be learned the roll 
Company A, North and South, was as fol- 
ows: 

J. Hamlin, who joined the company in 1858 
and was once First Sergeant, went into the 
Union army as a First Lieutenant. He was 


Colonel of a New York regiment in 1863. In 
Virginia he was afterwards shot all but to 


pieces, and for general gallantry was made a 
Major-General. Hedied in New York in 
1870. He heads the list. 

John S. Cavender rose to the rank of Briga- 
dier-General in the Union service. He still 
resides in St. Louis. 

W. W. Sanford, who still resides in St. 
Louis, attained the rank of Brigadier-General 
in the Union Army. : 

Jobn B. Gray attained the rank of Briga- 
dier-General in the Union army, but did duty 
= around St. Louis, where he still re- 
sides. 

E. C. Pike fought against the cause of 
secession and became a Brigadier-General on 
the field. His residence now is unknown. 

Geo. Meyers was always a good Drill-Mas- 
terin Company A. This got hima Colonel’s 
position in the Federal army, and he was sub- 
sequently promoted to a Brigadicr-General-

D. C. Woods was Adjutant-Henerallof Mis- 
souri just prior to the war. His war record 
is not known. 

Theodore Yates became a colonel fighting 
on the Federal side. He died after the war 
in Mcntana.

He now 
lives in St. Charles county. 

John Dicker became judge advocate on the 
Federal side with the rank of colonel. He 
died in 1878. 

J. R. Shaler was a colonel in the Confeder- 
ate service. He was amajorat Camp Jack- 


son. 

J. M. Quinlan was a quartermaster with 
General Bowen and hadthe rank of colonel 
(Confederate.) He died since the war. 

W. A. Hequembourg went into the Union 
service and commanded the escort which took 
the exchanged Camp Jackson prisoners to 
Memphis. e rose to a coloneley. 

(has. E. Adams was a Federal lieutenant- 
colonel of engineers. Hewas made. prisoner 
at Shiloh, and died after the war. 

Henry Jenkens became chief of ordnance 
to General L. M. Clark, of the“ Lost Cause.“ 
He had the rank of major, and lives now in 
Baltimore. 

Ches. Biser greatly distinguished himself as 
a jieutenant-colonel of scouts for the Confed- 
erate States. 

II. A. Garland was colonel of the first regi- 
ment of (Confederate) Missouri Infantry. 
While going over a parapet at the head of his 


regiment at Franklin, Mo., in 1864, he was 
killed. 
H. W. Williams, the now abstractor of 


titles, went South and served in the Quarter- 
master department with the rank of Major. 

C. S. Charlott, now with the Commercial 
Bank, was a Lieutenant Colonel in the Fed- 
eral Army. 

C. W. Marsh, once First Sergeantof Com- 
any A, wasa Major in the Union service. 

le died since the war. 

Edward B. Sayres, the well-known civil en- 
vineer, went early into the Confederate ser- 
vice. He became chief of engineers with 
Genera! L. Polk. He was wounded and made 
prisoner at Chickamangua, and for twenty- 

one months was contined at Johnson’s Island. 

Henry Senter did Federal recruiting work 
in St. Louis and was a Major. 

Thos. D. Witt, now with Eugene Jaceard, 
was a Major of Artillery in the Union cause. 

Thos. D. Maurice became a colonel in the 
Union army and liked the service so well that 
he is now a captain in the regular army and 
stationed somewhere iu Virginia. 

J. C. Cabot, still of St. Louis, was a Major in 
the Home Guard service of this vicinity. 

O. W. Barrett was the Captain of a Confed- 
erate battery. He was crippled at Murphrees- 
boro. He lives in St. Louis yet. 

E. W. Shands distinguished himself as the 
Captain of a Confederate Mississippi gun- 
boat. 

Jno. M. Brown is nowa lawyer in Louis- 
ville, but at the opening of the war he was 
adjutant to Gen. Frost. 

Frank Curtis went South after Camp Jack- 
son, and turned up a captain in Price’s divi- 
sion. He was taken prisoner and contined at 
Johneron’s Island in 1864. He is now. the Cur- 
tis saw- man. 

B. F. C. Champion, or Rock,“ as he was 
known, Was first attached to Gen. Frost’s 
body-guard. Subsequently he greatly dis- 
tinguished himself as a Confederate captain 
of cavalrv. He was killed in a personal com- 
bat near Vicksburg. Having heard a brother 
officer insult a lady who was unknown to him, 
he challenged the officer, . eae With 
swords Le Was fast getiing tht Folter of hie

antagonist, When some bystanding coward 
shot him dead, 

Sam Farrington was a Confederate First 
Wade’s battalion. 
He was killed at Farmington, two miles from 
Corinth, in 1862. A eannon ball took his 
head completely off, it is said. 


Lawrence Kingsland was a Confederate 


Lieutenant of artillery, and served under 
Price. He died since the war. 
R. Hutchinson, now of the Mechanics’ 


Bank, was aid de camp to General Bowen, of 
the ‘fost Cause.“ Tle was badly wounded 
au Shiloh. 

Geo. J. Chapman is the only member of the 
old Company A, St. I.. XN. G., who is still 
actively with the new company. He was a 
lieutenant in Forrest's command, and after- 
wards was made « First Lieutenant of artil- 
lery for gallantry at Island No. 10. 

Andrew Wilson was « Lieutenant of sharp- 
shooters attached to Pasoa’s brigade of Gen. 
Price’s division. ’ 

T. J. Tunstall went into the Confederate 
cause with Gen. Bowen as a Lieutenant. 

D. Pastorius became «a Lieutenant of Con- 
federate cavalry, but died since the war, 

Ed. Chappell, now in St. Louis, served in tne 
Confederate artillery throughout the war. 
During that time be constantly carried in his 
saddle-bags the flag (U. S.) which had be- 
longed to Company B, of the st. L. N G. De- 
fore it united with Company A. This Aus, in 
1468, he presented again to Company A, and

Wm. Bull, now Captain Company E, Police 
Reserves, Went to Memphis as a Camp Jack- 
son exchange prisoner. Ile was only a boy 
then.

In 1868, after faithful ser- 
vice in the State Senate to TWEED & Co., 
FOLGER was appointed Sub-Treasurer of 
York City by Grant. After six 
month’s service as Sub-Treasurer, this 
great man made a remarkable claim 
100,000 —for distributing stamps. His claim 
was rejected by the Court of Claims, but is 
now pending before the Supreme Court of the 
United States. So excellent a paper as the 
Cincinnati Commercial says on this subject: 
It was certainly extraordinary in its character, 
no-other Treasurer ever having attempted to 
collect a percentage on the stamps he had dis- 
tributed, the work being a part of his ofti- 
cial duty. The claim is based on a mere tech- 
nicality, there being no actual extra official 
duty performed, and the whole period of ser- 
vice of the Judge being but six months. 
The case will be found in the thirteenth vol- 
ume of the record of the Court of 
Claims, and the language of the Court 
in disposing of it was of great severity, 
It also appears that he was one of the Repub- 
licans Whoaided inthe procurement of the 
legislation by the State of New York that re- 
sulted in the TWEED robberies, and he is said 
to have been rewarded for his services in 
voting forthe TWEED charter bya fraudulent 
count inthe city of New York of 6,000 votes 
when he was candidate for Supreme Judge. 
Itjwould seem that if Senator CONKLING de- 
sires to be represented in the Cabinet he 
ought at least to select a man whose record is 
not liable to impeachment upon such serious

Strunge and Weird Midnight Hunt 
for Pest-Dispatch Reporters. 


One of Them Dragged Before Col. 
George in His Sanctum. 


The Thin, Pale Moonbeams Last 
Night Streaked With Blood. 


Cause of the Trouble—A Question of Ver- 
acity Between the Colonels.

When the Post-DISPATCH stated that the 
trouble between the Advisory Board and the 
seventy reſormers was not yet at 
an end, it spoke with its usual 
wisdom, as will appear from the perusal of 
the following remarkable story: About 10:50 


last night Frank J. Bowman drove up in hot 
haste to the residence of the proprietor of the 
Post-DIsPATCH, on Washington avenue, and 
excitedly pulled at the bell wire. When the 
door was opened the attorney rushed in and 
stated that he must see the editor and propri- 
etor right away. Whenthat gentleman ap- 
peared Bowman handed him the following 
paragraph clipped fromthe Post-DISPATCH 
of the 23d inst., being part of an account of 
the doings of the Seventy onthe night previ- 
ous:

‘Oh,’ said 
Knapp, ‘I just dropped in to sce what was 
going on and to listen to the proceedings of 
the body.’ ‘Well,’ replied Judge 
Ciantt, ‘it is a truism that 
listeners never hear anything good of them- 
selves, and if you sit this meeting out you will 
find that you are no exception to the rule.” 

Who furnished the information for those 
statements?” earnestly demanded the belated 
visitor, and without giving time for reply, he 
hurriedly continued, It is a serious matter, 
much more serious than you would imagine. 
Colonel Knapp called upon Colonel Gantt 
to-day, aud accused him of being the party 
who fernished the information. Gantt de- 
nied that he had done so, but insisted that the 
mutter was true. Knapp repliedthat nobody 
else could have spoken avout the matter, and 
Gantt retorted that he had not. The two geu- 
tlemen are worked up to the boiling point 
and trouble is imminent. We must know 
who is the authority for that interview, and 
we must find it out before the night is over.“ 

He was given the. name of the reporter who 
had written the article, together with full 
permission to ask forallinformation known to 
the scribe, and out he rushed and was off 
inthe hack in a twinkling. A long drive 
brought him to the reporter’s house, and 
bere be knocked vehemently and continuous- 
lv. The party he was seeking was not at 
home. Mr. Bowman was very much disap- 
pointed, but left a pressing message in the 
following terms: Whenever he comes in, 
no matterwhat the hour, ask him to come as 
fast as he can to the Republican 
oftice. Tell him to ask for 
Col. Geo. Knapp, andif that gentleman was 
not in the private office, to go up at once to 
the editorial rooms. There is a matter of the 
greatest importance which he must find out 
to-night. cost What it may.“ Mr. Bowman 
departed in such a hurried man- 
ner that he left after him the 
impression that some terrible catastrophe, in- 
volving the city’s safety, was about to happen. 

While the excited attorney was making this 
midnight excursion, the reporter whom 
he was seeking was engaged in 
an enterprise precisely similar. Bowman 
had met another representative of the P.-D. 
earlier in the night, and had besought him to 
find the writer of the article and bring him to 
Bowmin’s house at all hazards, the gentle- 
man being given carte blanche as to carriage 
hire and all possible expense.

PATCH had found the author, 
and to him he spoke as follows:

THE BOLAND BUSINESS. 


Argument in the Court on the Applica- 
tion fora Man us. ' 


Judge Thayer’s court-room was crowded 
during the forenoon by lawyers, 
politicians, prominent citizens and 
the nondescript element interested in 
the Police Board fight, to hear the arguments 
of counsel upon the demurrer of Commission- 
er Boland to the return of tne Board in the 


mandamus proceeding. 

Col. Slayback led off the argument in sup- 
port of the demurrer. He cited the 
acts of the General Assembly 
and amendments thereto creatin the 
oftices of President, Vice-President and mem- 
bers of the Police Board, and read the rules 
of the Board establishing the su- 
perior officers in that body, de- 
hning their duties, rivileges, etc. 
Col. Slayback claimed that Boland had been 
elected to the office of Vice-President 
by the Board, had been 
summarily ejected _ without any 
charges being preferred against him, without 
any opportunity being offorded him to defend 
any outside charges and without legal cause 
or excuse for such removal. The proceeding 
was entirely inconsistent with the act of 
the Board electing him to the office, and the 
Board had no legal justification for such a 
proceeding. 

City Counselor Bell took the ground that 
the office of Vice-President of the Police 
Board was not one where the writ of man- 
danfus would apply. It was not an office sep- 
arate and distinct from the ordinary 
ofice of a Police Commissioner. The 
law imposed no special duties on the Vice- 
President, and no special emoluments attache 
to the office. No time was specified 
for the duration of the oftice. The removal 
of Boland did not deprive him of any emolu- 
ment, and he was not deprived of any rights 
or duties by removal. 

Mr. O'Grady, on the part of the Poliee 
Board, followed Counselor Bell and 
the argument was closed by Col- 
onel Slayback replying to the matter 
brought out in the arguments of the City 
Counselor and Mr. O'Grady. The Colonel 
made an able and vigorous argument defining 
the nature of cases where a writ of 
mandamus would apply. The duties imposed 
on Police Commissioner Boland when he was 
elected Vice-President were for the 
“benefit of the public,” and not 
ſor private emolumen or gain. Writs of man- 
dumus were invoked to compel men elected to 
a certain office to assume the duties of that 
office. although in this country 
men were not backward as a rule 
in stepping into an Office to 
which they have been elected. The Police 
Board of St. Louis had not dared to meet 
Mr. Boland on the merits of his case; they 
were not anxious to go into 
an investigation which would develop his 
reasons for certain acts performed by him in 
the exercise of his authority as Vice-Presi- 
dent. In the absence the 
Mayor he was the superior officer 
of the Board, and he was pursuing an honest, 
sfucere purpose to purify the moral atmos- 
here of St. Louis when the other mem- 
vers of the Board took upon themselves to 
remove him from the superior chair. Before 
Boland took that chair the city was given up 
to murderers, gamblers, thugs, pimps, black- 
legs and deviltry of every description. 
The city slant under 
and hidecus cancers permeating all places 
and people, and this condition of things 
Was permitted to exist by the 
apathy of the Board. The new 
vice-president had placed,the knife intolerime, 
and his good work for the moral health of the 
community was beginning to tell, when the 
Board, without a shadow of excuse or author- 
ity. removed him from his useful, purifying 
province. ;

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KILLED BY AN ENGINE. 


The Sad Fate of Richard Furlong—Hlis 
Accidental Death. 


A ghastly sight presented itself to a crowd 


switch house about six hundred yards north 
of the Relay Depot, in East St. Louis, toview 
the remains of Richard Furlong, a young 
railroad man, who had met with a fatal acei- 
dent about 8 o’clock this morning. Furlong 
wes in the employ of the Ohio and Mississip- 
pi Railroad as switehman ouly one hour be- 
fore his death. 

About 11 o’clock the Vandalia passenger 
train Was coming into the Relay Depot ata 
rapid rate ofspeed being, behind time. Fur- 
long Was standing in the center of the track 
arranging the tracks. When the Vandalia 
passencer train arrived a short distance from 
him he stepped on a side track, 
just in time to be struck 
by another single engine of the Vandalia, 
which was engaged in switching on the track 
next to the one on which the passenger train 
was coming im Those in charge of the switch- 
ing engine saw Furlong step on the side track 
and immediately reversed the brakes, but too 
late. Furlong was already a lifeless mass. 
John Morris and H. Smith, two section men, 
saw Furlong fall and ran to his assistance. 
The engine, No. 146, was backed and the body 
tuken from under the foot-board. The 
heels had passed directly over the chest 
producing almost instantaneous death. Both 
arms were mashed, in several plaees reveal- 
ing the flesh, and bones protruding 
the rents in the clothing. The head was 
crushed in sueh a manner as to render recog- 
nition impossible. Large locks of hair, and 
pieces of flesh and clothing were scattered be- 
tween the tracks. The body was taken to one 
of the station houses, and Coroner Bader no- 
tified. Furlong was a man of about 
thirty-three years of age, sinzle, 
and very well liked by all who knew him. 
Coroner Bader arrived upon the 2 o’clock

A Kentucky Murderer Swung Into the 
Hereafter. 

SUELBYVILLE, Ky., February 25. John 
Vanderhcide was hung here at noon tggday. 
An immense crowd witnessed* the 
execution, which went off quietly 
and without any specially interesting feature. 
After hanging twenty-eight minutes the body 
was cut down and given into the custoly of 
friends. 

VANDERHEIDER’S CRIME. 

John Vanderheider is a young man of Ger- 
rian descent, and his earlier days were passed 
in Louisville as a newsboy. He was cared for 
in that city during boyhood by Mrs. Walters, 
his foster mother, and about the first crime of 
his wicked career consisted in robbing bis 
Lenefactress of her silverware, for which he 
was sentenced to the House of Refuge. Af- 
terwards he became somewhat notorious as a 
crib-eracker, and, finally being convicted of 
burglary, he was committed to the Peniten- 
tiarv at Frankfort. Although his character 
as a skillful jail-breaker was known and a 
strict watch was kept over his movements, 
he made his escape from that institution on 
the 19th of last July, by concealing himself 
inathreshing machine which was drawn 
away by horses. When a mile out from Frank- 
fort Vanderheide came from his hiding- place 
and struck out on foot across the country. 
le at once renewed bis career of crime by 
burglariously entering tne house of Dr. 
Dowde, at LaGrange the next night, and fit- 
ting himself out withasuit of clothing. 
Early on the morning of the next day, July 
21, Rebecca Johnson, the fourteen-year-old 
daughter of Charles Johnson, colored, living 
near Brownboro, left home to go to the shoe- 


hop in the village. As she did not 
return in due season the father 
went in search of her, and follow- 
ing ber pathway through a thicket soon 


found evidence of a desperate struggle. Fur- 
ther on he discovered the body of his child 
with the skull crushed in and the face beaten 
flat. The murder had been committed with 
heavy rocks and the body dragged to quitea 
distance in the bushes, but there was no evi- 
dence of outrage. ‘The girl’s pocket had been 
rifled of about thirty cents, and this robbery 
was undoubtedly the sole motive of the crime. 
Vanderheide had been seen in the vicinity that 
morning; his tracks compared with those 
found at the scene ofthe murder, and some 
of his cast-away garments stained with blood 
were found near the spot. He was 
soon captured, and strong efforts were 
necessary to save his life from the infuriated 
citizens. When his trial came on in Septem- 
ber he was speedily convicted and sentenced 
to death. Vanderheide has the countenance 
of a hardened and illiterate villain. His face 
is smooth except a sprouting mustache and 
his hair is an uncompromising red. His hands 
are small, well shaped and fair as a woman's. 
The condemned man has been faithfully at- 
tended by a Catholic priest, and, although all 
along apparently unconcerned as to his spirit- 
ual welfare, has expressed his determination 
to die in that faith.

BECK’S BILL. 

The bill introduced inthe Senate by Sena- 
tor Beck to provide forthe issue of United 
States circulation motes authorizes the issue 
of United States notes of denominations not 
less than $20 in exchange for gold coin deliv- 
ercd to the Assistant Treasurer of New York 
in sums of $10,000 or more, the gold so de- 
livered to be held for the redemption 
of these notes and for no other purpose. The 
notes so issued shall be receivable in payment 
of all dues to the United States and be rezard- 
ed as money in all public or private contracts, 
and liabililties for payment of money gener- 
ally, without specification of the kind of 
money to be paid, made or incurred after the 
passage of the bill. They are also to be 
received in full performance of such con- 
tracts or liabilitie except for interest on the 
public debt, and except as between the hold- 
ers of such notes and the United States, 
which, upon presentation, shall be paid in 
lawful coin of the United States. The pres- 
ent limitation upon the amount of legal ten- 
der notes of the United States to be kept in 
circulation is to have no application 
to notes authorized under this bill.

Russell was found leaning backin an easy 
chair with his head bandaged, surrounded by 
a dozen or more,including Henry Ziegerheim, 
R. N. Alexander, H. W. MeGindley, Dr. J. 
MH. Moore, a police officer and others. Dr. 
Moore had been summoned shortly after the 
assault, and he pronounced Mr. Russell’s 
wound severe but not dangerous. His 
assailant, Philip Brady, a client, 

inflicted a scalp wound which roughened the 
cranium but had not fractured it. The weap- 
on used for this outrageous assault was a large 
size riveting hammer, and the physician ex- 
pressed the opinion thatif the blow had been 
directed less forward its force would have 
crushed Russell’s skull, and before any assist- 
ance could have reached him his assailant 
would have completed his deadly work. 

RUSSELIL’S ACCOUNT. 

After some restoratives had been applied, 
Mr. Russell gathered strength to give the 
following statement to a PoOsT-DISPATCH 
reporter: 

J was sitting at my desk before Court 
hours this morning engaged in correspond- 
ence when I heard my office door opened by 
someone. Forthe moment I did not take 
my eyes off the note-paper, but when I did 
so and turned round to the 
right saw that Philip 
Brady, a client, Who bas some fancied griev- 
ance, Was rapidly advancing toward me hold- 
ing something in bis hand. Before I could 
rise from my chair be dealt me a tremendous 
blow on Lbs head With 4 Yivermg hammer, I 
was dazed by the force of the blow, but man- 
aged to ward off a second blow, by holding his 
arm, at the same time shouting **Help!’? Im- 
mediately Mr. Ziegenheim and Mr. 
Alexander, who were seated in McGindley’s 
oftice, rushed through the open inner door 
communicating with the two rooms, and they 
grasped the situation in a moment. They suc- 
ceeced in overpowering Bradvand holding 
him down until Police Officer Seamans was 
summoned. He was then placed under ar- 
rest and taken down to the Chestnut Street 
station. 1 shall prosecute him 
10 the extent of the law, 
for I fully believe that he intended to murder 
me, und’ would have done so but {for the 
prompt assistance of Mr. Ziegenheim and Mr. 
Alexander. His gmevance is purely imagin- 
ary. Some time since I was called in profes- 
sionally to assist Hincheliffe, the attorney 
who is now dead, in a settlement of an estate 
before the Probate Court of St. Clair 
County at Belleville, III. The 
matter involved — * of Brady’s wife, 
who died leaving a will under which minor 
heirs of her family were interested. The hus- 
band claimed his dower interest, and the es- 
tate could not be settled up without resort to 
partition proceedings in the Circuit Court of 
St. Clair county; and asjsome of the heirs lived 
away service had to be procured by pub- 
lication involving much delay. All 
these delays were attributed by Brady to 
counsel’s intentional negligence, and he has 
annoyed me by repeated calls at my office with 
insulting insinuations. I have pursued the 
matter, however, with ordinary diligence and 
the records will show that everything has 
been done in proper form. Attorneys fre- 
quently have fractious clients who 
are ignorant of the law and practice, 
and hard feelings are engendered by unavoid- 
able delays in settlements.” ‘ 

g MR. M’GINDLEY 
States that his attention was called to Brady 
several times while sitting in his oftice with 
the door leading into Russell’s room open. 
Brady frequently came along the ball and 
pecred into both apartments as if in search of 
somebody. One day, not long since, 
McGindley looking up from his 
desk asked him what he wanted, and he re- 
plied: “I want to see Russell. He is a 
scoundrel, and I] want to settle with him. 1] 
intend to do it, for it has heen smouldering 
here for a longtime,” pointing to his breast. 
He made use of this expression to 
Others, and MeGindley warned Rus- 
sell that Brady might really mean mischief. 
Russell, however, paid no particular atten- 
tion to the threats, and moreover, did not 
think it necessary toarm himself. MeGin.J- 
ley was talking inthe hall to Mr. Imsiepen 
this morning, When Brady walked through 
into Russell’s office, and a few minutes later 
he heard the cry for “help.” . 

Mr. Ziegenbeim and Mr. Alexander imme- 
dislely responded, Zeigenheim grasping 
Brady’s throat and Alexander holding his 
arms, Russell by this time was bleeding from 
the effects of the blow on the scalp and fell 
hack helpless. Ziegenheim saw a rapid 
movement on the part of Brady, 
18 if reaching for n revolver: 
but upon examination it was found 
unt he bad a large dirk knife in his belt 
Which he dropped on the elevator sent as the 
officer took bim down to the Police station. 

BRADY'S STATEMENT, 

A Tosr-Disraren reporter interviewe ] 
the prisoner in his cell at the Chesnut Street 
station. He said: **My name is Philip Brady. 
[ have resided on and off in 
St. Louis for thirty years. Six 
or seven years ago | was living on a house and 
lot at Dutch Hollow, the property of my wife. 
a few miles this side of Belleville. When she 
died I was entitled to half the property, and 
my claim was acknowledged in the Probate 
Court at Belleville. John B. Carrol) trumped 
upafalse will, I claim, and that led. 
to a lot of litigation. 1 emploved Hinchchifte 
ax my attorney, and afterwards Russell came 
into the case. There was a Partition suit in 
the St. Clair County Circuit Court, and the 
matter has been dragging along since 1875. 
The attorneys have swindled me out of my 
rights and I cannot get a settlement. Whenever 
Ihave gone to Russell for some information 
he always laughed about it and that made me 
angry. I have asked Russell to settle repeat- 
edly, for there was no need of any delay. his 
morning I went up to his office determined to 
have some settlement, and as he had insulted 
me once I picked up a hammer lving on the 
floor before 1 went inte bis room. 
When he turned around, and 
sawime he got up, and 1 thought he was go- 
ing to strike me, so aimed a crack at his 
head with the hammer. I am not sorry for 
it, or he is a coundrel. That is all I have to 
say. The relatives of my wife, ber niece and 

children have been trying to get the proper -

The Wharf Investigation. 

A number of gentlemen interested in the 
ordinance to lease to Christ Von der Ahe and 
Others that portion of the wharf between 
Bates and Smith streets, for thirty years, at 
anannual rental of 71100, appeared before 
the Mayor at bis oflice yesterday. 

W. C. Jones, representing Giles Filley, said 
that the ordinance was illegal becase the city 
had no right to lease anv portion of the wharf 
for private purposes. He presented a peti- 
tion signed by the St. Louis Stamping Com- 
pany, the Belcher Sugar Reining Company, 
the St. Louis Glass Works. the Mississippi 
Glass Works, the Excelsior Manfacturing 
Company, Heller & Hoffmann, Ro- 
han Brothers and other manufacturers, 
stuting that the lease of the wharf would in- 
crease their shipping charges, obstruct their 
business and depreciate the value of their 
property. Mr. Jones said that Von der Ahe 
had never seen the property he was endeavy- 
oring to obtain, but was standing for others. 
George Bain said that 
that the property was to be 
used ſor erecting an elevator and 
that thisinterest was paramount in the city. 
E. O. Stanard stated that the property pro- 
posed? to be leased had never brought to the 
city one cent for wharfage or anything else. 
No steamboat or barge ever landed there. 
Von der Ahe wanted it forthe St. Louis Ele- 
vator Company, to give the company extend- 
ed storage capacity. The bill 
was opposed by J. K. Cummings, S. C. Galt, 
S. T. Glover and Dr. W. N. Brennan. Among 
those who favored the lease were Given 
Campbell, Von der Ahe’s attorney; Thomas 
Booth, D. R. Francis, George Minch, D. P. 
Slattery and others. Mr. Campbell stated 
that the gr. in facilities of St. Louis were 
inadequate to the demand. At one 
time this winter 1,200 cars of grain were 
side tracked on the Missouri Pacitie for 
months, and 1,000 cars onthe Wabash Road 
for want of storage. A loss of 10,000,000 
bushels of grain had oceurred in afew months 
for want of storage accommodations. The 
Mayor took the matter under advisement.

1,057,025 tons; total 3,793,205 tons. In addi- 
tion to the receipts above mentioned by 
boats and barges, 198,515 tons of lumber came 
in hy means of rafts, and of the inerease 
on the receipts, 808,215 tous were from the 
West, 204,905 tons from the South, 457,264 tons 
fromthe East, and 158,552 tons from the 
North. The greatest ageregate increase in 
the shipments was 496,870 tons to the South. 
49. tons to the West, 99,019 tons to the 
Kast, and 20,043 tons to the North. The bus-
